hfs report, Ukes up first the 


two permanent hospitals, Lelter and 
Bternberg, and states \vlth the greatest 
minuteness the exact accommodation 
afforded tfy each. The first Is at Craw- 
fish Spiinga under charge of Major 
Carter, and was converted from a sum- 
mer hotel into a hospital, receiving the 
worst typhoid cases from the camp 
£iach patient has abundant room, with 
\voven wire and hair mattresses. The 
plumbing is entirely new and the bath- 
ing facilities afe ample The number of 
attendants, when all are well, is entirely 
satisfactory and attendants are on the 
way to take the places of those who are 
broken dow n Major Carter has secured 
a herd of cows, and has arrangements 
for pasturing them without expense to 
the government He has sufficient money 
from the hospital fund to buy whatever 
IE wanted m the way of milk, Ice and 
other delicacies. There have been at 
this hospital full supplies of Ice, milk, 
commissary stores anfl delicacies such 
as the sick ought to have, and the tunds 
hava enabled him to buy al! that has 
been needed In. the way of canned and 
potted goods, eoups. clam juice, sage, 
Inalted milk, eggs, koumiss, preserves, 
relishes, ginger,' oil, appolinaris, cham- 
pagne and claret * The entire hospital is 
furnished with distilled water, and the 
ice used is made frqiji distilled water 
The sewage of the hospital is excellent, 
and, 
contrary to persistent assertions, 


none of the sewage has ever drained into 
the Chickamauga river oT approached 
it at any point Major Carter has a corps 
of doctors which he regards as amply 
£lifflcient to care for all the patients in 
the hospital, and reports them as faith- 
ful and efficient In the performance of 
their duties. 


A Complete Hoipltal. 


Taking up the Sternb^rg hospital, In 


chargfe of Majof ihCEen, tionefal Boyn- 
ton shows that it ie one of the most com- 
plete field Mspitals. ever s££n. according 
to veterans of the lute war. All the tents 
are closely goOnd, and they are separate 
At present ohiy four men are in any 
tent, and m addition to the tents there 
are nine large board pavilions. Every 
tent and pavilion has \VoVeft wire mat- 
tresses, iron bedsteads and hair mat- 
tresses. There afe especial diets, five 
cold storage rooms for delicacies, sep- 
arate refrigerators for each row of tents, 
and every proper measure Of sanitation 
Is observed with respedt to the sinks. 
Further, the report eays. "The whole 
place IB moat carefully policed daily, and 
the whole establishment, within and 
without, Its permanent buildings and its 
tent", is in the most perfect order. 


"Since the establishment ot thi& hos- 


pital, everything asked for ia the way 
of supplies of every kind has been 
promptly furntahed 
Sixteen to 24 bar- 


rels of distilled water are purchased 
daily, and patients get nothing but dis- 
tilled water to drink 
From three to 


flve tqna of fco afe us*»d dally. Three 
{hundred gal ions of iriilk are purchased 
dally and 160 gallons furnished by the 
lied CroBS society All money necessary 
for the purchase of delicacies of every 
kind suitable to the sick has been fur- 
nished by order <$ General Sternberg 
Soon afte.r th= hospital was established 
he telegraphed as fellows to the surgeon 
in charge. 'Do not fall to procure every 
necessary for the c6mfort of the slcl* 
•Apply to me tor additional female nui sea 
and far money to buy delicacies when re-

A careful inquiry developed the fact 


that all varieties of medical supplies re 
quired or Reketl for were furnished, both 
from Washington and from medical 
headquarters at th^ camp with th« 
greatest promptness It is stated In ad- 
dition that all the hospital refuse IB 
burned In a crematory, and, according 
to Majoi Dirt on., All but 1000 patlenta now 
alok in the entire camp could he safely 
Amoved 
Tho diseases are more of a 


typhoid-mainrla character than tbf 
typhoid fever strictly, the death rate be- 
ing ver> low.

"The first division field hospital, In 


fharge of Major Drake, H floored with

Treated la General. ' 


Leaving the details about the hos- 


pitals, the report proceeds to treat the 
whole sutfject generally as follows: 
"fh two of the hospitals opportunities 
occurred for discovery of what undoubt- 
edly originated majiy of the sensational 
stories which have been printed over 
the country to the effect that patients 
In the hospitals lacked sufficient food, 
and in many cages bad been on the verge 
of starvation. In the wards where the 
convalescent typhoid fever patients were 
found many of the men were constantly 
asking .for food, and as a matter of 
course were ae constantly denied every- 
thing except the lighter forms of food, 
which alone can safely be administered 
to recovering typhoid patients This re- 
fusal of food throughout the hospitaTs, 
by which care alona, aa Is perfectly un 
derstood, can the lives of typhoid con- 
% Barents be saved, has been distorted 
Into the cry, which bos spread through- 
but the country, that patients were be 
ing starved In the government hospitals 
There has been no lack of proper foo 1 
in these hospitals, and cojrapetont cook 
for preparing it hav» been present, and 
tho only reason for depriving the pa 
liente of what BO many of them haw 
clamored for has been the necessity of 
such dieting as the disease demands 


"It will be observes that the condi- 


tions set forth In th!s report are mafnly 
present conditions 
It has not hereto 


fore fallen within the range of my dutie* 
at this park to make critical observa- 
tions of hospital conditions As a mat- 
tef of course, many features of thiajjivl' 
eion of camp administration t£tavevff%Uei 
(under my notice I am constrained' to 
believe that there has been no neglect 
on the part of either the medical or the 
Quartermaster departments to fuintsh 
euch supplies as have reached the ramp 


It will be observed that the report In 


ea£h case has been made with reference 
to the maximum number ot patlf nts in 
each hospltnl, an4 so. far as it.wns possi- 
ble to obtain the conditions rtacn exist- 
ing they are set forth In this report. 
These afe conditions which In -Imes oi 
rapid Increase of disease, a- condition 
which was reached at tills camp solely 
In my Judgment from the filth which 
too many of tne regimental ofllcers al- 
lowed to dominate their camps In spite 
of the ordofs. Which would have pre- 
vented all this trouble, from thr surgeon 
general ant ffofn the comrnan ling offl- 
Ipertf of this camp. 


"So far from belitvlng. «s s> result of 


my observations, that medical officers 
have been heartless or negligent, I be- 
lieve that these officers and the hospital 
attendants as a whole have exerted 
themselves to discharge their dutlts 
faithfully. 
It would seem as If thl« 


|were sufficiently shown by th* fact that 
they have worked unceasingly until s 
quarter «f th» whole force lias Itself been 
•trloken by disease resulting from theli 
exhausting labors.

case, "yji'en, while lender arrest, he clir. 
vhaj Esterhazy refused to do—cut hi. 
tfy-Gat. 


The confession and suicide of the offi 


per have created a tiemendous sensa- 
tion, and will pi obably lead to a success- 
ful revival of the agitation tior a ne\\ 
trial for Colonel Dreyfus. 


"When Colonel Henry was questioneo 


he at lirst affirmed the authenticity ni 
the incriminating documents; but v hen 
discrepancies were pointed out, he firs! 
admitted adding: sentences, and finally 
confessed to fabricating the whole letter. 


It is now evident that Henry forged 


the letter with ihp express object oi 
paralyzing Colonel Picquart's efforts tc 
expose Major Count Ksterhazy ana to 
get a rehearing ot the Dreyfus case, 
"owing the the absolute necessity for 
finding proofs against Dreyfus." 
This 


letter was written in very bad French, 
a fact which lirst led it to be regarded 
as spurious. 
The scene of Henry's 


avowal was most painful. 
When he 


saw it was almost useless to deny fur- 
ther, his Jong-tie grew too thick for hia 
mouth, and he was unable to speak. 
It was feared that he would have an | 
apoplectic stroke.

DID HE FEIGN ILLNESS? 


That tho Charge Against Col. Wood* 


•ward of Massachusetts. 


Said to Have Been Ordered 


From Hospital Ship. 


Accused Officer Enters a Vigorous Denial «! 


th« Allegation* . 


Boston. Sept. 1.—Colonel Woodward, 


ever since his resignation from the Sixth 
reghnent, has been saying that he would 
Deport only to the governor. Governor 
Wolcott, last" night, at Woodward's 
earnest request, gave out the correspon- 
dence that passed between them during 
the controversy. 


It IB claimed that the order for his ap- 


pearance with other officers betor.fr a 
board to examine into their efficacy 
was a great surprise. "We earnestly 
'solicited some reason," says Colonel 
Woodward, "for this unusual action, 
and the only one given was that t>>o men 
had fallen out on the marges and that 
it must bo stopped;ar.d that in the future 
if it continued, severe, and, If necessary, 
the most extreme punishment must be 
•inflicted. I replied that I lelt that we 
had done all that humane oUlcers could 
do under ths trying circumstances, and 
I would prefer to leave the service rather 
than abuse the men, who had come Irom 
Massachusetts with me, and to whom, 
as well as their friends at home, I owed 
the moral obligation to treat them hu- 
manely." 


After reviewing the whole matter. In- 


cluding the statement relative to the 
poor rations for the men and their sub- 
sequent weakness owing- to that fact. 
Colonel Woodward closes his statement 
by pointing to his 29 years In the militia 
and saying: "The other officers all havo 
most excellent records. While we deep- 
ly regret the affair, we are somewhat 
recompensed by the feeling- that many 
injustices have been, called to light and 
that those who remain in the service will 
be taeriefitted. I feel Confident that such 
•will be the case, for, before we left Porto i 
Ulco, .it was adtailtted that the food | 
(would be improved and that the men in 
the future would not be compelled to 
carry such heavy loads." 


On the same day, Aug. 25, the governor 


sent to Colonel "Woodward a letter, in 
which he said Lhat in reply to a request 
sent to the secretary of war for informa- 
tion regarding the cause of the resigna- 
tions and present condition of the Sixth 
Massachusetts 
infantry, he received 


from the adjutant general the following 
reply from Major General Miles, ad- 
Pressed to the adjutant general and 
dated Ponce, Porto Rico, Aug. 5: "When 
the Sixth Massachusetts infantry -was 
ordered to be ready to disembark neat 
the entrance of Santiago harbor, Colonel 
Woodward feigned sickness. 'At Guan- 
Ica, when his regiment was ordered 
ashore, he again feigned sickness and 
went on hospital ship, was examined by 
Colonel Greenleafs 
r surgeon, who pro- 


nounrpd him wpll and ordered him off 
the ship. During this time seven com- 
panies of his regiment were engaged in 
a sharp encounter under command of 
General Garretson, Colonel Woodward 
•was ordered before examining board, 
and tendered his -resignation; its ac- 
ceptance will save expense of a court- 
martial. The lieutenant colonel of the 
same regiment is Incompetent. He re- 
mained In his tent while part of his regi- 
ment was engaged. He was within.sound 
iof the fight, and did riot even assemble, 
balance of regiment to reinforce part en- 
gaged, if it should have been required. 
'Acceptance of resignations of both thess 
officers would benefit the service.*' 


Colonel Woodward'* JEeply. 


Colonel Woodward's 
reply to tha 


charges of General Miles is very vol- 
umnious. He says: "I regret exceeding- 
lly that these statements have not been 
made earlier. It seema hard that an 
officer of the rank of ctflonel should be 
judged so severely by the comm-inding 
general, and such heavy accusations be 
oil, record against him without a care- 
ful examination by the commanding 
general, and without an opportunity for 
explanation or denial. GerieraJ Miles lias 
been misinformed), by. his subordinates, 
and now that I am out of the service I 
•feel that I have a right to defend myself 
by a statement of the facia, as a matter 
of simple justice, to myself and^ the state 
of Massachusetts." 


Colonel Woodward claims that for a 


long time he had suffered'from a pain- 
ful stomach trouble, and that he was at- 
tacked by his trouble on July 24, just be- 
fore the regiment arrived at Guanjca. 
On July 25 the regiment disembarked. 
Continuing, iColonel Woodward says: 
"Our 
leginient landed unmolested, nml 


thero was no reason why I should feign 
sickness at that time. Soon after supptr 
that evening an order came for aJl the 
troops to fall in, stating that we were 
being attacked byjarge numbers. Sev- 
eral of my companies were already on 
outposts, under command of Major Tay- 
lor. I marched out at the head of my 
regiment until we were ordered to lie 
: 


dovn by the side 'ofithe road, where we 
remained several hours, when we were 
ordered bach to camp. If I had Deen dis- 
posed to feign sickness or take advant- 
age of an illness to'keep out of a fight, 
|his was a time when I could have done 
so. 


"The message states that the accept- 


ance of the resignations would save tnc 
expense of a court-martial. The expense 
of a court-martial riust be very small, 
as nil witnesses and "others-are in thp 
service of the government, and can re- 
ceive no extra pay for that duty. A lit- 
tle expense, however,' should not stand 
In the way of justice, 'it became evident 
to me that vacancies we're desired in our 
regiment, and means devised to get rid 
of pnme of the officers. On the evening 
of Aug. 2, an order wan given forme to

GOAL MINERS' STRIKE. 


White Men Locked Out and Negroes 


Take Their Places. 


Clash Likely to Result With 


Armed Deputies. 


Attack on Iho Shaft Hardly Prevented by the 


(Leaders of the Strikers. 


Pana.Ill., Sept. 1.—A serious encounter 


has been narrowly averted between tha 
union miners and the 100 deputy sheriffs 
guarding: (he 54 Alabama n«groet< who 
have taken the places of the locked- 
out men at the Springslde and at tho 
edge of the city limits. The clash could 
not have been prevented had not state 
and national officers of the United Mine 
Workers of America interfered by wir- 
•ing District President Topham to post- 
pone action until after an investigation 
of the condition of the Sprlngsidemlne, 
which Is alleged to be dangerous, bein? 
operated without a boss and a registered 
engineer. 


At the time thp message was received 


the local miners, reinforced by several 
hundred miners from Danville, Coffeen, 
Assumption and other outsido mining 
towns, were in secret session in a gulch 
between the Illinois Central railroad and 
the Pana Coal company's reservoir, neai 
.-the north end of the city, laying plans to 
march on the deputies and' negroes at 
'Springside and forcibly compel the ne- 
groes to leave. The meeting was pre- 
teided over by a negro miner named 
Dean of Danville. It was only by the 
most persistent pleading and reasoning 
by President Topham and other leaders 
that the miners were prevented from 
marching on the shaft. It was pointed 
out that the deputies at the Springside 
were armed with rifles. There were only 
two Winchesters and a few shotguns in 
the miners' crowd. All the men, how- 
evpr, fully a thousand in number, were 
arme^ with revolver^ _ „._ -

OLD TIME SURGERY. 


The Barkuroo* Method* That Wen Em* 


ployed In the Sixteenth Century. 


Auihroisa Parej A barber surgeon of the 


sixteenth century, tells In his notes how 
in 1687 hd went to tho long wars to got 
practice in aaPgeifr. He invented some 
new processes, particularly in tho treat- 
ment of amputated limbs. 


Up to Pore's time the moat barbarous 


means bad been used to stop tho bleeding. 
In Ms own words: "So soon as the limb 
wti9 removed the surgeons would use many 
c&utorli*±. to stop the How of blood, a thing 
Very hortibhi and ctuel in the mere telling. 
And truly of six thus otuelly treated 
scarce two oVer escaped, and even these 
were long ill and the wounds thus burned 
were slow to heal, because the burning 
caused such vchatoent pains that they fell 
into fever, convulsions and other mortal 
accidents. In most of them, moreover, 
when tho acnr fell off there came fresh 
bleeding, which must again bo stanched 
with the runt-cries. So that for many heal- 
ing was impossible, and they had an ulcer 
to tho end of their lives, which prevented 
them from having an artificial iimb." 


The idea of abolishing such cruelty by 


using tho ilgaturo occurred to Paro in one 
of his war journeys, and his success went 
beyond hie own expectations. His other 
discovery was madO within a few hours of 
his joining tbe army. It was believed by 
the surgeons of thfe day that there was 
poison in a gunshot wound, and one of the 
accepted antborlilL'B Insisted that they 
must be cau&flzed "with oil of elders 
scalding hot, mixed with a little treacly." 
Tho pain was intolerable. It happened 
that at his first treatment Cf gunshot 
tvountla Fare's oil ran short, and he used 
Instead "a digestive iriode of tbe yolks of 
eggs, oil of roses and turpentine." To his 
surprise, ho found next morning that the 
patients lie had thus treated were in bet- 
ter condition than tho others. "Then I 
resolved never mofe to burn thus oniolly 
poor men with gtma^ot wounds."

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Uncle Sam's Aim Will Be to Permit 
the Theoretical Yoke to Gall as 


Little as May Be Consistent 


With the Safeguarding 


ol Our Interests.

With the tread of armed men the in- 


habitants of Cuba and Porto Rico are 
familiar 
It may be said that on the 


whole the Spanish army has been con- 
sidered the safeguard of peace and wel- 
fare, even while it has acted as the in- 
Btiument uf political oppression. 


In both Cuba and Poito Rico the es- 


tablishment of United States military 
power \\ill be hailed as the dawning of 
a ne\\ eia, lor the reason that m this 
case military'occupation will be direct- 
ed solely to the good of the people. The 
lighter the government can with safety 
to all interests make the military yoke 
the better ir will be pleased. The real 
meaning- of American martial rule will 
])rt i'--.' it =haii build up and not de- 


tary occupation as a safeguard for po- 
litical and civil rights until-the new or- 
der of things is established. 
In both 


countries the actual military work of 
the soldiery Vrill be that-of a reserve to 
the police, much like the service of our 
state militia. 
Kvery town, city and 


province of a conquered country comes 
immediately under the v sway of the 
martial law of the conquering army 
without warning or pronunciamento by 
the conquerors. 
In other words, the 


presence of a hostile army proclaims 
that the territory 
occupied is undei 


martial law. But the"reign of maitial 
law does not cease without proclama- 
tion or special stipulation./ 


All criminal .md civil "laws, all the 


function-- ' * •'' • *r'-f!',' government and 


administration, ar« at once suspends! 
and -.overthrown by martial law, but 
the commander of the hostile army m»y 
hy proclamation modify this rule and 
allow the local government to go-on as 
in time of peace until he sees occasion 
to order otherwise. It will be seen that 
inaitial law is a most perfect despotism, 
but m the case of our West India con- 
quests this unlimited power will be di- 
rected solely to the founding of endura- 
ble republican institutions. It will not 
be military oppiession, and the more 
leadily the inhabitants of any city or 
district 'show their .capacity for self 
government the sooner the rigor of 
martial law will abate. 


Our attitude in the West Indies is 


this: All the functions of the Spanish 
crown In those islands, whether legisla- 
tive, administrative or executive, have 
ceased, and the dethroned power Is to be 
replaced as soon as possible by one con- 
voked according to our ideas of popular 
sovereignty- Temporarily the conquer- 
or'is the ruling sovereign, and all agents 
and representatives of neutral powers 
are subject to his martial sway and are 
assumed to be credited to^ the govern- 
ment making the conqtjgst. 
Martial 


law, according to Americai^-'interpreta- 
tion. is not n system of government by 


a code of military laws, but the arbi- 
trary enforcement of the common laws 
of mankind according to the American 
standard of human rights. 


It is easy to believe that the American 


martial rule will be better for the people 
of the late Spanish colonies than the old 
regime at its best, and they will hail it 
even though it be a rule of iron. Travel- 
era in Cuba declare that the districts 
controlled by the itinerant and spas- 
modic insurgent government are more 
peaceful and prosporpus than they were 
when Spain had her own way in time 
of peace. Spain simply sought to squeeze 
taxes and imposts out of the people and 
didn't bother to suppress criminals and 
outlaws. 


A refractory people, such as Germany 


found In her conquered subjects of Al- 
sace and Ijorralne, must feel the full 
rigors of martial law. In cases of that 
Kind it becomes a question with the 
conqueror whether cruelty is not kind- 
ness in disguise, and vice versa. Ger- 
many forced her language upon the 
conquered folk in order to obliterate 
the fatherland from the national mem- 
ory. Germany in this case was simply 
a land grabber and seized the territory 
merely to get a better frontier. 
Her 


experience in subjugating the conquer- 


rnestlc disorder to the military arm. 
There IB no nonsense in its methods, no 
delay, no parleying with a state of an- 
archy. 
It nays to the lawbreakers, 


"Put down your guns, and then we'll 
reason together." 


Three times in a half century United 


States military rule has held sway over 
vast territories inhabited by rich and 
prosperous people, and in no instance 
did that rule leave a mark of desola- 
tion or of oppression. In the conquered 
country of Mexico, the hotbed of polit- 
ical anarchy, wher^ the government 
could be upturned at the will of every 
ambitious demajroKiio, the United States 
army set up a republican government 
for the purpose of having a responsible 
power to treat with for peace and In 
doing so established a republic second 
only to our own, on this continent at 
least, in point of efficiency and purity. 


In the districts conquered from Mexi- 


QO and annexed as Untied States terri- 
tory the military sway continued for 
years, and except for occasional spurts 
of resistance* stirred up by irresponsi- 
ble leaders the vast possessions of New 
Slexico andfCalifornia were American- 
ized without friction between the con- 
quered people and the government. 


After the overthrow of the Southern 


Confederacy in 1S65 the federal power 
had to cope with the peculiar problem 
of a reconquered territory. The several 
states had seceded from the Union and 
set up a hostile federation. It was these 
state governments and their attempted 
federation that the United States wiped 
out and to which it denied the right of 
existence. 


The municipal and county governments 


in the reconquered federal territory 
had been created by tho people in their 
undisputed right to self government. As 
soon as the Confederate armies dis- 
banded the United States martial law 
took the reins of power, and the county 
and municipal governments were con- 
tinued in force wherever it was found 
that they were able to give the people 
protection and 
security. 
T*ro\risional 


state governments succeeded to tho old 
Confederate state governments and 
sanctioned the acts of the military com- 
manders as administered under martial 
law. By popular elections ne\v state 
governments wore created, and with the 
exception of certain districts disturbed 
by the race question the military arm 
was withdrawn. 


virons are considered the best governed, 
municipal district in Amt'iica. If some 
of our cities shall become a little worse 
governed than they are today, it will be 
but a step tov,ard invoking military 
power to control things. 


When Mayor Strong placed several so 


called military men in powor in the New 
York police board, many people rejoiced 
to think that army methods would lule 
the metropolitan force. But it turned 
out that the appointees were not mili- 
tary men at all—only civilians with ti- 
tles and political proclivities. 


AH communities groaning under offi- 


cial corruption and incompetency turn 
With gratltudeto the incorruptible army 
as an example of what government may 
be. The American army and navy have 
long been held to be models of honettt 
and efficient public service, and the 
open arms extended them by the sensi- 
ble Spaniards of Cuba and Porto Rico 
Is a hint that the work of our heroes 
does not end with the sinking of the 
Spanish armada and the deportation of 
Blanco's regulars. Cuba and Porto Rico 
are to become pearls indeed In the 
American crown and are to blossom 
Into gardens under martial protectorate 
like that which put the new south upon 
its feet and gave to us an unrivaled 
empire beyond the Rocky mountains. 


What is termed in exaggerated lan- 


guage military domination will be but 
nominal in the West Indies after the 
Spaniards lay down their arms. The 
only excuse for the'use of force will be 
oivil strife between the Spanish loyal- 
ists and the insurgent element. Chief 
cities will be occupied by a Joice in gar- 
rison in the fortifications, with a guard 
located In the town. Sentinels will be 
stationed at the government offices and 
for a time at the railway stations and 
steamer landings. The idea will be to 
give the people a sense of security, but 
not to oveiawe them. Tho political di- 
visions of territory, called provinces, 
will each have a force in camp or gar- 
rison within its borders. 


After the lapse of a few weeks the 


United States troops will not be more 
in evidence than the police in our large 
cities and the regular army and the 
uniformed militia in time of peace, but 
they will be on hand when needed, 
which is the result sought for by mili- 
tary occupation as a safeguard fop the 
people's welfare. 


With regard to the practical work of 


the army in founding endurable gov-

ment when system and equity are the 
endsMn view. It la of course enervating 
to the people because of Ita paternal 
character. It created industrial nnd so- 
cial France as' it is today. When Na- 
poleon found it necessary to put that 
king ridden and war cursed country on 
its feet as" a sel£ sustaining common- 
wealtu, he. brought, the lull power ot ihe 
army to the tapk and founded institu- 
tions which have stood the test of a 
centurv. England in India has shown 
what military rule can do as the bul- 
wark of civilization In a country where 
stability and order were the prerequi- 
sites, for progress. The government of 
the pi^trict of Columbia by a select 
board is an Instance of what arbitrary 
rule can do, for Washington and its en- 


ernment the part played by the mili- 
tary will be great o» small, as the bom* 
administration may elect. If the model 
of Great Britain, the moat successful 
colonizer In the world, be adopted, the 
colonial administration will be semi- 
military for years to come. A recent 
number of the London Spectator offers 
a suggestion upon this point which Is 
worthy of study. It says:

The only structures in Japan whir-li 


s^em to be earthquake proof are tho 
mgodas which are erected before the 
torn pies. 
There are many -which are 


T'lO or 800 years old and as solid as when 
first built. There is a reason for this, 
and it lies in their construction. 
A 


pagoda is practically a framework of 
heavy timbers \vhich starts from a. vide 
base and is in itself a substantial struc- 
ture, but is rendered still more stable 
by a peculiar device. Inside the frame- 
work and suspended from the apex ia 
a long, heavy beam of timber two feet 
thick or more. 
This hangs from one 


end, and to the other end are bolted at 
each of the four sides four more heavy 
timbers, and if the pagoda be very lofty 
still more timbers are added to these. 


The whole foims an enormous pen- 


dulum which reaches within six inches 
of the ground. When the shock of an, 
earthquake rocks the pagoda, the pen- 
dulum swings in unison and keeps th» 
center of gravity always at the base of 
the framework. Consequently the equi- 
librium of the pagoda is never disturb- 
ed, and this is the explanation of the 
great age of many of them, when from 
their height one would suppose them to" 
be peculiarly susceptible to the effects 
of an earthquake. 


Illustrated Trains, 


The Western of France railway runs 


an express train in the morning from 
Paris to St. Malo and Paramo the car- 
riages of which have pictures upon 
them.
